As to Color and Cream Line 


Some Interesting Facts Regarding Holstein Milk 
By Franklin N. Strickland, Ph. C., Phar. D. 


selects a particular breed of dairy cattle, rather than 

another. Frankly, I like every one of the dairy breeds, 
but we own and milk but one of them; there is no crazy 
patchwork of size and color in our barn. This is one of 
the reasons why so many visitors speak in terms of praise 
when they look at the beautiful cattle in our stables; one 
animal does not detract from the appearance of another 
as is so readily noticed in a barn where so many of the 
cows are of different size and color. What would be your 
comment should you see a business appearing man saun- 
tering up the street dressed in a black coat, a yellow vest, 
brown trousers, canvas shoes and red neck-tie. If this 
needs a moral,—then I’d say pick out the size and color 
of the cow you like best} and stick to her. 

I’ve already said I liked all dairy breeds; but I sure 
just love the Holstein-Friesian cow. Now why did I 
select her as my particular dairy animal? Here are some 
of the reasons; you will be able to supply more,—those 
of you who love her as I do. 

She is truly beautiful, and long before I was aware of 
it, I had subconsciously added her to my heart. I could 
see her on the hillside pastures in her splendid dress of 
black and white; she was not lost in the dun background 
of grey rock and khaki colored grass. She stood out in 
beautiful, bas relief, her sleek, rounded sides glistening in 
the sun. Yes, she was beauti- 
ful. 


[ MIGHT be interesting to learn the reason why one 


is all in the emulsification of her fai,” which lightens the 
color and makes easier digestion of her fat, than the fat 
of other breeds. Try this experiment merely to illustrate 
emulsification: 

Take any oil—castor, cod liver, or even motor oil. 
Place a gill of the oil in a clean, white glass bottle; fill 
two-thirds full with water; shake very vigorously to mix 
the oil and water; appearance is yellow, does not mix 
well, and rapidly rises to top of water in very large globu- 
lar masses until all the oil runs together again in an 
uniform layer. This illustrates the action of large fat 
globules in a watery fluid, causing rapid separation upward 
of the fatty body, and demonstrates the inability of the 
watery fluid to act upon greatly increased areas of the 
oil or fat. 

Milk with rapid separation of fat, showing dense, highly 
colored cream line is due to a very similar physical con- 
dition. It lacks perfect emulsification. Let me further 
demonstrate this fact. Start again with a clean pint 
bottle, place this time in it, which should be perfectly 
dry, another gill of the same kind of oil; add to it, pret- 
erably one ounce of powdered gum arabic (two table- 
spoonsful of wheat flour will answer quite as well) and 
shake very vigorously as in the first experiment so as to 
thoroughly mix the oil and powder together; after this is 
done, add all at once, one-half gill of water and shake 

very vigorously until a thick, 
heavy and white creamy mix-

manent, or nearly so, mixture

extremely fine subdivision of 
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the fat globules as is the case in Holstein milk. 

This latter experiment illustrates the physical condi- 
tion of our Holstein milk. In other words, milk that is 
deep in color, has larger fat globules, separates as a 
cream line much quicker, appears more prominent, and 
because of the greater size of these fat globules are not 
acted upon by the digestive juices of the intestinal tract 
so readily, and is therefore not so readily digestable. ‘This 
is a fact that cannot be successfully disputed. Holstein 
milk contains the finest divided fat globules of any milk. 

Milk is an emulsion produced in the physiological 
chemical laboratory of the cow. From the crude raw ma- 
terials given her as food she manufactures her wonderful 
nutrient,—undoubtedly the most valuable single article 
of food,—milk. It is an emulsification of her fat,—the 
oily globules being enveloped by a film of nitrogenous 
material, chiefly casein which film prevents the fat glob- 
ues from running together again as an oily fluid, and 
which the individually separated fine globules of fat are 
mechanically held in suspension in the watery fluid in 
which is dissolved valuable mineral constituents needed 
to form bone and blood serum, together with lactose or 
milk sugar. The foregoing elements in milk are actually 
manufactured by the dairy cow. There is still more valu- 
able food and protective material in milk, which she does 
not, and cannot manufacture. This material is popularly 
known as “vitamines.” 

The cow by reason of her quite mysterious processes 
separates “vitamines’” from food she has consumed by a 
method of extraction. In order for her to extract “vita- 
mines” her food must contain “vitamines”. Her food 
varies in “vitamine content” from nothing to large quanti- 
ties, and following her extraction of “vitamines” they are 
deposited in various glands of her body, her largest gland, 
the mammary gland, receiving the greatest portion of 
“vitamines” and so enters into her milk thus giving to 
infants and children their greatest normal health and 
growth factor. For this reason the diet of the dairy cow 
should be a suitable supply of foods rich in “vitamines.” 

As another illustration showing that fine subdivision re- 
duces, dilutes or lightens color, ask your druggist to per- 
form this experiment: Place a few grains of Red Oxide 
of Mercury (Red Precipitate) which is a deep garnet red, 
crystalline chemical, in a mortar and triturate or grind it 
into as fine a powder as possible. The color now, will be 
buff yellow. 

I had a mother bring me two bottles of milk, one light 
in color and with a not readily noted cream line,—the 
other deep in color with a heavier cream line, who said 
pointing to the deeply colored cream, “this is what I would 
like to have on my milk; more cream. This other is what 
my milk man leaves me.” Analysis of the milks actually 
showed a higher butterfat content in the light colored 
milk, than was contained in the deep colored one. The 
difference in color was that the light one was from a Hol- 
stein herd, wherein the fat was much more finely divided, 
causing it to be that much lighter in color, and by reason 
of its fineness of fat globules were more quickly and 
easily acted upon by the proper digestive juices, became 
more easily digestible, and tended to cause no gastro-intes- 
tinal disturbance. 

I frequently speak before mothers’ clubs, etc., upon the 
subject of milk. There I talk the value of clean, safe. 
sanitarily produced milk; there I am not privileged to 
mention dairy breeds, but if I was speaking of the value 
of milk of different breeds, or more particularly milk trom 
Holstein-Friesian cows, I certainly would convince my 
audience both by words and practical experiments to illus- 
trate just why Holstein milk was best, why it was light 
in color, why its fat was most digestible, why its flavor 
(when compared with other milks of practically same fat 
percentages) was sunerior and therefore of greater pal- 
atability, by doing some of the stunts heretofore men- 
tioned. I centainly can convince almost any one, of the 
superiority of Holstein milk for growing babies, making 
healthy children, stronger and healthier men and women. 
whenever and wherever milk is indicated as the one es- 
sential food. 

When I started to own one, single cow, it could just 
&s readily have Ween one of any other breed. I could 
have as readily increased my herd with any of the other 
breeds Because of serious illness of one most dear to 





me then and now, milk was the one best food. It had 
to be good and clean; fresh, sweet and “raw”. No one 
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here had strictly Holstein herds; we had all kinds of milk. 
By reason of this, and the way cows were fed, we learned 
that “all is not milk that looks like milk”. I shall not 
burden you with our milk “trials and tribulations’. We 
were obliged to own a cow to feed her properly, to make 
clean, safe, vital, raw milk. We needed it, O, so very 
much. We got one; a young, beautiful black and white; 
could have had “papers”, but they did not mean anything 
to us just then. She milked well; fine milk; best of all 
fresh, clean, virile milk. We knew this by its effects on 
our patient, who grew better, rosy cheeked and quite well 
and strong; we needed more milk; we got another cow,— 
another and even better Holstein. We got more,—herd 
and patient thrived and grew. Interested? Yes, we were. 
Papers now, and nothing must be, other than “pure- 
breds,—” all black and white. More than 10 years ago 
we started, not a whole lot of wealth to be sure in money, 
nor have we lost, but oceans of health, and subsequent 
happiness. With us the Holstein cow is no myth; she 
is a living part of us, until today we have forty, every 
one we are proud of. Their milk has helped others,— 
babies, invalids, children, former drinkers of much liquor. 
Their milk has been to many a wonderful panacea. I 
have sold “patent medicines” in their palmiest days when 
glaring advertisements as to their curative merits were 
wonders for making sales of such nostrums, but if today, 
the Food & Drug Laws of the land would permit, and I 
could keep and sell sweet, Holstein milk in pint boitles, 
wineglassful doses, at $1.00 per, tell the truth as to its 
merits as a curative in cases I personally know,—well, 
what I want to convince you of is, that milk aside from 
its wonderful dietetic properties, has remarkable cura- 
tive ones also, and that when made properly is “good medi- 
cine” for the body and for business. 

Even were it possible, I would not want a 5 or 6 percent 
Holstein milk for babies, children and invalids. Normal 
Holstein milk is “just right”, and even though there are 
times when fats and solids are lower than man-made 
standards, I take the decided stand that properly made 
Holstein milk will make greater gains in feeding similar 
groups of babies, children or invalids, than the milk from 
any other dairy breed. 

Lets not make excuses for “light colored milk’, made 
by this greatest of dairy breeds; rather lets stell every 
body how wonderfully good it is for baby, and older kid- 
dies and grownups too. If, seemingly you fail to convince 
them, give them sample quarts of this good milk; explain 
how carefully you produce it; invite them to your dairy 
to see the cows in pasture, and at milking time in the 
barn. They’ll buy finally. Take the tobacco, and paint 
adds off your barn, and replace them with great signs 
showing what wonderful milk Holstein cows are produc- 
ing on your farm; sell all your advertising space to your 
own business, let the Holstein cow get the credit, for 
whether you know it or not, the biggest half of every 
quart of milk produced and sold in this country, from 
both purebred and grade cattle, is Holstein milk. 





Who is Demanding High Testing Milk? 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

The Holstein-Friesian World has been wisely discuss- 
ing in its columns a great many questions of vital im- 
portance to the breeders of Holstein cattle. 

There is one question that I feel has never been dis- 
cussed, in the columns of the Holstein-World, as exhaus- 
tively as it should be discussed for the good of the Hol- 
stein breed. That question is the question of high or low 
testing milk. There is a great deal of agitation for milk 
of high butter fat content. What is the source of all this 
agitation for high testing milk? 

Who demands high testing milk? Do members of 
Boards of Health in our cities demand it for the good of 
babies and older people who drink milk in large quanti- 
ties? Or is high testing milk being demanded from other 
sources? 

Personally, I believe this question should be thoroughly 
discussed in the columns of the World. I know of no other 
factor that so vitally affects breeders of Holstein cattle. 
At the present time, especially, Holstein breeders need to 
be thoroughly conversant with all phases of this question. 

A complete analysis of this=juestion will clear the air 
immensely.

Wisconsin Holstein owners are somewhat 
optimistic because of two transactions now recorded as 
actual happenings, which make the argument of better 
times for the industry truly realistic. One of them is the 
recent dispersal sale of the Murphy Farms Holstein herd 
with the obtained $457.00 average for each of the 93 head 
sold, including quite a few baby calves. The other is the 
sale of 75 head for export. 

The Murphy sale attracted quite unusual interest and 
doubtless will go into the records as the outstanding Hol- 
stein sale of the Fall season now drawing to a close. 
Among those interested at the ring side were breeders 
from all parts of Wisconsin, representatives from some of 
the important breeding stablishments in the Middle West 
and several buyers representing foreign countries. Com- 
petition makes price,) but only as one sells what the pub- 
lic wants. Purchasers are criticai these days and yet, 
when type backed by breeding and records, combined with 
good physical condition came upon the shavings there 
was a fight for ownership with resultant good prices. 
This is what happened at Fond du Lac in connection with 
turning onto the public market nearly a hundred head of 
animals rich in the blood that made fame for John Erick- 
son. <A considerable: number of the offering found new 
homes outside of Wisconsin, and among this number are 
the seventeen head that fell-to the bid of South American 
interests. The Murphy sale is generally regarded as a 
very good sale and now and then an “old timer” is heard 
to say “Looks a bit like old times’. and I am inclined to 
think that many a breeder was inspired to the point where. 
on getting home again from the Murphy sale, he could 
truly look the barn full over, mark them a bit higher 
in his mind’s value, acclaiming the while, “Pretty good 
property after all are my Holsteins.” . 


Record making got a boom at the Murphy sale. The 
same is true with the export purchasers. Type also gets 
its share of attentions The much sought after combina- 
tion of type and production ability brings real dollars, 
and not a few of them. It is my guess that testing for 
production in its various forms is on the gain again and 
this is as it should be if the purebred industry is to sur- 
vive and gather momentum for progress in the future. 

Glowing accounts of the possibilities of dairying in 
South America are narrated by those who have had oppor- 
tunity to journey to this far away land. South American 
representatives ure not hesitant in believing that the 
Holstein breed is the one breed that will fill the needs of 
South America. To date, many of their importations have 
been made from Holland, but we are told by Prof. George 
Humphrey of the Wisconsin College of Agriculture, and 
T. E. Elder, a director of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America both of whom have judged at the big 
South American shows, that the American type Holsteins 
are much more to the Jiking of the South American ranch- 
ers and prospective dairymen, and this fact is given cre- 
dence in the purchases now being made in Wisconsin. 

It is not mere fiction to say that foreign buyers helped 
make the Erickson sale so successful when John Erickson 
and Sons dispersed some eighteen months ago. Animals 
purchased in the Erickson sale created quite a sensation 
on arrival in South America, and through them the Orms- 
by family received a tremendous boost. We are told that 
Carnation Farms are doing an extensive South American 
export business and one of the reasons for this is their 
good fortune in owning an interest in North Star Joe 
Homestead, who seemingly has made a tremendous hit in 


W ver is said to be the largest and most valuable ex- 





this far away country. It is natural then that Ormsby 
blood should predominate in the export order, and that 
a few strongly bred Homesteads might be included for out- 
crossing purposes. Wisconsin is especially noted as the 
fountain-head for these two important families of the 
breed. Will Moscrip’s “Homestead in your pedigree is 
like sterling on your silver” is a slogan that many Hol- 
steiners in Wisconsin say rings true. The Homestead 
breeding herds of the Randalls and the Joneses established 
more than fifty years ago in Dodge County, have dis- 
seminated the blood of this family so thoroughly that it 
may be found in almost every herd of any consequence 
in this greatest of all dairy states. 

The Ormsbys had their conception in the Rust 
Brothers’ herd a half century ago established at what is 
now West Allis in Milwaukee County, and near Milwaukee. 
The origin of the name “Ormsby” is extremely interesting. 
C. H. Chapman of Milwaukee was a freat friend of Julius 
Rust, one of the four Rust brothers. Mr. Chapman fre- 
quently visited at the Rust home on Sunday afternoons. 
He had working for him as coachman and general all- 
around man, one William Ormsby. Mr. Chapman owned a 
farm and one Sunday he and Mr. Ormsby were in the 
stable considering the purchase of some cattle for the 
Chapman farm. Mr. Rust had some young animals for sale 
but they were not yet registered and he said at the time 
that he hardly knew what to call them. Turning to Mr. 
Ormsby he said, “Bill, I believe I will name some of them 
after you,” and he did. The next time they met, he an- 
nounced that he had named a bull calf “Duke Ormsby and 
a heifer calf “Dutchess Ormsby.” Thus it was that Dutch- 
ess Ormsby, a daughter of Piebe 2d, received her name. 
Later on, Dutchess Ormsby was sold by Mr. Rust to W. H. 
Jones of Juneau, along with another cow, Piebe Queen. 
It was during the test of Dutchess Ormsby that the worth 
of the short time test was established, with the result 
that Dutchess Ormsby became the foundation cow of the 
Ormsby family, and has since been styled “Mother of all 
the Ormsbys”. Rust Bros., possibly more than any other 
breeding firm in the State, is responsible for the wide- 
spread dissemination of the Holstein-Friesian breed to be- 
ginners in all parts of the State and consequently it is 
not surprising that Ormsby blood can now be found almost 
anywhere in Wisconsin in combination with the other noted 
families of the breed. 

In the crowd at Fond du Lac was an unassuming, 
bright-eyed, good natured, Italian. Delmathio Scrivanich 
by name. Just a “Wop” he styled himself, but those of 
us who were privileged to’ spend the following weeks with 
him soon learned that he was as smart a young man as 
has been in the midst of Wisconsin Holstein owners for a 
long, long time. He was a buyer looking for cattle for 
South America and hardly an animal of consequence en- 
tered the selling ring that did not draw a bid from those 
representing our sister country to the South. However, 
competition was keen and only seventeen of the ninety 
odd head offered were obtained. It remained then for ad- 
ditional purchases to be made privately. The writer, act- 
ing in behalf of Wisconsin, her Holsteins and their owners, 
and Art Collentine, representing the aid which our Col- 
lege of Agriculture offers to buyers, were asked to serve 
in assistance. A total of seventy-five head will be pur- 
chased, and the aggregate sum expended for them will 
approximate $50,000. 

Thus far arrangements for three separate shipments 
have been made, one for December, one for February, 
and one for later on in the Spring. The first shipment, 
consisting of twenty-five head, left Wisconsin Saturday, 
December 5th, and sailed from Jersey City on the steam- 
ship Santa Rosalia, Saturday, December 12th. Purchases 
are still being made for the shipments to follow. To date, 
Messrs. Collentine and Oldham have visited a half hundred 
herds scattered about in the important Holstein counties 
of the State with the representatives of the South Amer- 
ican purchasers. Naturally, not all of the breeding estab- 
lishments in Wisconsin can be personally visited, conse- 
quently an additional 150 herd owners who have consist- 
ently done advanced registry testing or shown their wares 
in the show ring, have been asked to submit pedigrees

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The Possibilities of Artificial Sunlight with 
Livestock and Poultry

source of all life; while people during the later cen- 

turies has discontinued the worshipping of such Gods, it 
would seem in the light of present experiments that the 
sun is largely responsible for all living things. The most 
startling discoveries have been made in recent years; 
especially since man has been able to harness or control 
the sun’s rays in a definite manner. 

It is said that only about 7 per cent of the light rays 
coming from the sun belongs to the class known as ultra 
violet rays; these chemical rays are the ones that pro- 
duce sunburn. About 80 per cent of the sun’s rays pro- 
duces heat and the other 13 per cent produces light. When 
these light rays which comprise the 13 per cent, pass 
through rain drops, we get the rainbow with its charac- 
teristic seven colors of the spectrum; the same effect is 
is secured by passing these light rays through a prism. 

It is now possible, due to the electric furnace to pro- 
duce fused quartz on a commercial scale, and since this 
is the only substance by which the ultra violet rays can 
be transmitted, it is now possible for us to use them for 
many practical purposes. During the past few months 
the ultra violet rays have been used for many experiments 
with livestock and poultry. The prevention of rickets and 
other defiiciency diseases in poultry. The improvement 
in the assimilation of calcium and other minerals in 
milking animals, are some of the work that has already 
been done. 

It is now possible to secure, at a reasonable cost, 
quartz, mercury, vapor lamps, which operate on electrical 
current. The light is placed in a quartz globe, and a re- 
flector is used to distribute the rays over the body. Quartz 
has the property of conducting the ultra violet rays at 
any angle without the beneficial effect being lost; this 
makes it possible to treat local conditions, affecting any 
particular spot. The possibilities of this as a treatment 
for nasal and throat affections in people is receiving 
much study at this time. 

The beneficial effects of sunlight for livestock and 
poultry are proved by these late experiments; veterin- 
arians and breeders have long known that sunlight was 
very essential to successful animal growth and to the 
maintenance of health; they also knew that sunlight 
was an excellent stimulant for animal life as well as one 
of our best disinfectants; this can all be explained now 
since we have discovered some of the uses of the ultra 
violet or invisible rays of the sun. 

Tests have been conducted which show that the ultra 
violet rays will assist the storage of calcium and _ phos- 
phorus in the animals’ body; these are the main bone 
building elements. The results are the same from the 
artificial ultra violet rays as with the natural rays of the 
sun, 

The ultra violet rays are those between the natural 
light that we see coming from the sun and the x-rays 
which are so valuable in the treatment of many human 
diseases. Due to there being such a greater amount of 
heat producing rays, to those of the ultra violet rays, that 
when clouds and other external influences interfere with 
the sunlight, the results are not as satisfactory as in those 
regions where the sunlight has less interference. This 
explains why some of the lower and warmer climates are 
not as healthy as others. 

At the Wisconsin Experiment station five groups of 
eight baby chicks each were used to determine the re- 
lation of light to the growth of the chick. These chicks 
were hatched from eggs from hens which had all been 
fed and treated alike. There was no chance of their 
being any appreciable difference in the chicks at hatching 
time. 


[: ANCIENT times the sun was worshipped as the 


Since artificial sunlight (ultra violet rays) has been 
discovered as a freventative of rickets, or leg weakness 
in chickens, and since the substance found in certain 
feeds known as antirachitic vitamin will also do the same 
thing, the ration fed these groups was purposely formu- 
lated to be deficient in this respect. This ration, which 


was composed of 97 parts of white corn, 2 parts of. cal- 
cium carbonate and 1 part of common salt, was fed with 
all the skimmed milk that they would drink. This ra- 
tion under ordinary conditions would result in the chicks 
having leg weakness or rickets. All chicks were given 
grits and had litter of pine shavings. 

One group was placed in a basement with no direct 
sunlight. Before six weeks had elapsed all of this group 
were dead. These birds were all placed on this experi- 
ment on July 18th. 

Another group was placed out-of-doors in a covered 
coop and on an elevated runway so that they could not 
get on the ground. They had access to all the natural 
sunlight available. Three of this group were dead at 
the end of six weeks. 

One group was kept in a darkened attic with no direct 
sunlight; on days when the weather would permit they 
were placed in the sunlight for 10 minutes. Four of these 
were dead at the end of six weeks and but two of the 
remaining four were alive at the end of eight weeks. This 
proves that more sunlight was required. 

Another group was also kept in the same attic and 
under the same conditions excepting that they were ex- 
posed for one hour each day to the natural sunlight on all 
days when weather would permit. At the end of four 
weeks there was four of them dead; at the end of eight 
weeks there was but one remaining. This proved that 
one hour of sunlight daily was not enough for growing 
chicks on such a ration. 

With these attic groups was still another group which 
was exposed to artificial sunlight or the ultra violet rays 
for 10 minutes each day. These birds were all dead but 
one by the end of eight weeks. 

Since the rate and behavior of growth was what was 
being studied, a brief mention of the nature of it will be 
given here. The group that received no sunlight stopped 
growing when they rached a weight of 100 grams; these 
birds showed all the usual signs of a deficient ration; they 
were listless and rough in appearance and gave evidence 
of leg weakness or rickets. 

The group that was exposed to sunlight the entire day 
were just the opposite of the other group; those that 
were alive weighed 250 grams or 2% times as much as 
those that did not receive any sunlight. 

The other groups that received but a few minutes of 
sunlight or or exposure to the ultra violet rays behaved 
similar to the group that did not receive any light. They 
did not reach a satisfactory weight and stopped growing 
quite early. 

Since poultrymen have long used certain feeds think- 
ing that they contained enough of the antirachitic vita- 
min to prevent rickets or leg weakness, the Wisconsin 
Experiment station put eight chicks on test on the 19th 
of June and used both dried and green clover in the ra- 
tion. At the end of 23 days it was apparent that such 
feed, without any sunlight, was not sufficient for normal 
growth in chicks. Two of these birds were exposed to 
the sunlight for one-half hour each day. All of them 
with the exception of the two mentioned were dead or had 
quit growing at six to eight weeks of age. 

It is evident from the results of these tests that sun- 
light or the ultra violet rays are very important in the 
growth of baby chicks. 

3y the use of artificial sunlight (ultra violet rays) com- 
mercial poultrymen will now be able to hatch their chicks 
during the winter months and should be successful in 
raising them; up to this time, early hatched chicks have 
usually developed rickets or leg weakness to such an ex- 
tent that poultry raisers discontinued the extremely early 
hatches. 

The ultra violet rays should be extremely valuable 
for treating the laying flock .during the winter months 
when the days are short. Already electrical supply houses 
are furnishing quartz mercury vapor lamps for treating 
commercial poultry flocks.

There are three 
other daughters completing this splen- 
did family in the herd at the Dominion 
Experimental Farm, Agassiz, British 
Columbia. Agassiz Faforit Posch is 
due to freshen again by a son of 
Agassiz Segis May Echo, the highest 
record living fat producer in the 
world. 


A Worthy Jersey Champion

that is in a class by itself and can be successfully marketed 
in any competition. 


Good Calves and Good Will 


NE of the leading authorities on dairy husbandry 
O said recently that one of the ways to help kill a 

breed association is for its members to sell scrub 
purebreds to boys and girls for club calves. 

There was some evidence of this among the dairy 
calves at the state shows this year. Somewhere along the 
line parents, breeder, club agent, county agent, or local 
club leader had not been. careful enough in the selection 
of the calf or had neglected to impress upon the boy or 
girl the importance of fitting for a state show. The result 
was that a third or fourth rate calf improperly fitted 
came into the ring and the boy or girl who owned it was 
disappointed and discouraged. 

Let us not eontribute to the discouragement of our 
youth by selling them scrub calves. On the other hand, 
let us not only sell them good calves but also lend encour- 
agement to their efforts. It is here that the breeder has 
a real opportunity to turn good will to useful purpose.— 
Hoard’s Dairyman. 
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Guernsey Breeders Adopt Ideal Type 


OLLOWING the example of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
F ciation of America, the American Guernsey Cattle 

Club in 1924 appointed a committee on judging stand- 
ards. This committee took as its duty not only the re- 
vision of the scale of points for the Guernsey breed but 
also the formulation of reproductions of the ideal type in 
paintings after the same manner as the True Type Com- 
mittee of the Holstein-Friesian breed. The results of the 
work of this committee in the revision of the by-laws and 
the formation of the ideal type Guernsey cow are 
announced in detail in the current number of the Guernsey 
Breeders’ Journal. The painting of the cow is an attrac- 
tive piece of work, although, naturally, it does not look 
as good to us as the True Type Holstein painting. The 
ideal type bull is now in process of preparation and is to 
be published a little later. 

The scale of points for the Guernsey cow, as recom- 
mended by the committee, contains some material differ- 
ences when compared with the Holstein scale of points. 
Most noteworthy, perhaps, is the item of secretion indicat- 
ing color of product, which in the Guernsey chart is given 
20 points or one-fifth of the entire allotment. They allow 
20 points for udder and teats, while our score chart gives 
18, our allowance for mammary veins being eight while 
theirs is only three. We allow eight points for hair and 


-hide, while they allow three in addition to the twenty 


points for secretion. 

We do not understand from the published report that 
they are planning .to prepare models of their ideal typé 
animals, although in our experience, the models have 
proven of greater value than the paintings.

Sound Advice on Joining ‘‘Doc’’ Reynolds’ 
Association 


(An editorial in Hoard’s Dairyman, December 11, 1925.) 


-yE HAVE been asked by a number of men as to 
W the advisability of joining the new “Holstein-Fries- 
ian Registry Association” and we have advised 

them all to think several times more than twice before 
they do it. We know of no good reason for making*the 
Holstein industry support two national organizations when 
one would do the work more efficiently. Someone has 
to pay the costs and it would be well for those breeders 
who are considering joining this new association to re- 
member that they are going to help pay that bill whether 
they want to or not. It is not just a matter of the up- 
keep expense of two organizations. Such dissention if 
continued cannot but retard breed progress and certainly 
will not encourage new breeders, all of which must in- 
evitably affect Holstein prices whether the cattle be reg- 
istered in a Vermont office or one located in Pennsylvania. 
It is quite possible that the Holstein-Friesian Associ- 
ation of America is not a perfect organization; we know 
of none that is, but the way to right any mistake in it 
is not for the dissatisfied minority to start one of their 
own. The principle of majority rule is right. We know 


that if a majority of the members of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America want their organization changed 
in any way they can do it whether they happen to vote 
by proxy or through delegates they elect.

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a change. We wonder when that time comes with this 
newly organized group, whether those who started it will 
be with the majority for a majority rule, or will they again 
move on for a third association. 


This talk of forming a new organization with lower 
fees so that the thousands (?) of cattle not now being 
registered will be registered, is silly—one might almost 


call it by a stronger name. If the fees now charged for 
registering Holsteins are high enough to discourage the 
registration and transfer of inferior animals, be thankful 
for it—it will help the Holstein business. The fees are 
not high enough to take the profit from good animals. 

To you who are seriously considering giving your sup- 
port to a second breed association, we say again, think 
more than twice before you do it. It is a serious matter 
to help with that which must inevitably injure the busi- 
ness of your neighbor and thousands more as well as 
your own.

BALTIMORE CONFERENCE 


A survey conference at Baltimore on December 7th, 
was very well attended, nearly fifty being present. Mrs. 
Medill McCormick was unable to attend and the meeting 
was presided over by Allen N. Crissey, Eastern represen- 
tative of the Extension Department.

SURVEY CONFERENCE AT HARRISBURG 


A survey conference in connection with the work of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of America was held in 
Harrisburg at the Penn-Harris Hotel on Saturday, Decem- 
ber 5th. This meeting under the direction of Mrs. Ruth 
McCormick, chairman of the Extension Committee of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America, was called for 
the purpose of ascertaining the desires of breeders of 
Pennsylvania with respect to general extension problems 
and particularly with respect to the milk problem. Dr. L. 
M. Thompson introduced Mrs. McCormick who presided 
and outlined the desires of the National Association with 
respect to finding through this series of surveys what the 
needs and wishes of the breeders of various sections of the 
country are. Seventeen breeders were present and all 
were called upon to express their views mainly upon the 
subject of marketing Holstein milk although there was 
some difference of opinion as to the advisability of enter- 
ing the Philadelphia market. It was voted upon resolution 
to suggest to the Extension Department of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America that a milk advertising 
campaign be put on in Philadelphia. Those taking part in 
the discussion included, aside from Mrs. McCormick, two 
representatives from the Trenton survey, G. D. Brill and 
J. R. Danks. Those Pennsylvania men taking part in the 
discussion included John Shirk, H. E. Robertson, George 
Bogart, R. J. Chaffee, C. J. Garrett, S. J. Brownell, Samuel 
Witherspoon, John A. Bell, Jr., Dr. L. M. Thompson and 
others. 

H. E., Robertson was chosen as a delegate to attend 
the® survey conference at Baltimore which was held on 
Monday, December , 7th. 

The conference discussed the entire issue of milk ad- 
vertising. It is certain as a result of the conference that 
further intensive survey of the Philadelphia situation will 
be: made before action is taken. The object of the con- 
ference is to ascertain the desires of various districts and 
the results of all the conferences will be presented to the 
Board of Directors and Extension Committee by Mrs. Mc- 
Cormick at a meeting to be held in Chicago, December 21st. 

The Grand Rapids meeting voted to authorize the 
Board of Directors to expend not to exceed $50,000 per 
year on a three-year plan of milk marketing, making this, 
however, additional to the regular authorized expendituré 
for Holstein extension work now budgeted at approxi- 
mately $75,000 per year. 

Representatives of Howard C. Reynolds, who is the 
promoter of record for an insurgent registry association 
at Harrisburg, were present at the conference and took 
verbatim reports of the statements made by the various 
speakers. It is assumed that Doc Reynold’s representa- 
tives were securing material to be converted to his own 
uses in the campaign of falsehood and vilification that is 
being conducted against the Association.

Canadian Heifer Makes Great Record 


The November report of Canadian 
records from Secretary W. A. 
Clemons, Brantford, Ontario, features 
the performance of Maud Fayne Lind- 
ley 87937 CHB, who has completed the 
second highest fat production ever 
made by a heifer in the senior three- 
vear-old class. Her production at 3 
vears, 312 days, is 1,115 Ibs. fat, 
equivalent to 1,393.75 Ibs. butter. Her 
milk production was 26,701 lIbs., giving 
her an average test for the year of 


better than 4 per cent. This record for 
fat production has been exceeded only 
by the world’s champion, Lady 


Roberts Colantha, another Canadian 
performer. Her milk record is the 
highest ever made in Canada in her 
class. As a two-year-old, she broke 
the Canadian record for milk produc- 


tion for ten months with 20,804 Ibs., 
which - still stands as a Canadian 
championship record. At the begin- 
ning of her recent lactation as a three- 
year-old, she made a 30-lb. 7-day butter 
record in her public butter test at the 
Ottawa Winter Fair, which, so far as 
known is a world’s record under such 
conditions. She also placed second in 
her class at the Royal Winter Fair of 
Canada in 1924. This great young cow 
is owned by W. J. Elgie, Sault Ste. 
Marie, Ontario, and we hope to have 
her photograph for early publication. 





Dairymen’s League Loses Prominent 
Officer By Death 


With the death of John D. Smith, 
of Delhi, Delaware County, N. Y., on 
December 10, the Second Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Dairymen’s League, the 
Association loses one of its foremost 
officials and one of its most active 
pioneer members. This is the first 
break in the directorate of the Asso- 
ciation, caused by the death of a 
director while in office. 

Mr. Smith’s interest in earlier 
efforts at cooperation in his own 
section were rewarded by his being 
made President of the first coopera- 
tive creamery in Delaware County. He 
allied himself with the old Dairymen’s 
League, earlier in its history and was 
active in the big milk strike of 1916. 

He was elected Director of the old 
Dairymen’s League in December 1921 
and of the Cooperative Association in 
1922. He was elected Second Vice- 
President in June 1924. He was, not 
only a leading dairyman in one of the 
best dairying counties of league terri- 
tory but was also actively interested 
in public affairs of his town and 
county. At the time of his death, he 
was serving his first term as Sheriff 
and had, already, achieved the envi- 
able reputation of being the _ best 
sheriff Delaware County ever had. Mr. 
Smith had occupied the homestead 
farm near Walton, New York, continu- 
ously since he was seventeen years of 
age and was accounted one of the best 
dairymen in that part of the state. 
His herd sometimes ran as high as 
100 cows, largely purebred Holsteins. 

He is survived by his wife and five 
children.

Editor’s Note:—This year at the Minne- 
sota State Fair, they decided the cham- 
pionship of the show on calf, an oral 
examination and an essay. We are pre- 
senting here the essay which helped 
Myrtle Himrum of Lake Park, Minn., win 
such high honors at this fair. She stood 
100 per cent on the oral test, she had the 
best essay and her splendid calf, Wood- 
ville Bess, was reserve grand champion. 
Miss Himrum has made a splendid rec- 
ord in her calf club work. 


For my sixth year of club work I en- 
tered Woodville Bess for her third 
and last year. During her two years 
in the club she has won two firsts, one 
grand championship and one reserve 
championship at the county fair. At 
the Crookston Winter Show she has 
twice been grand champion in both 
club and open classes and at the 
Minnesota State Fair she has placed 
second and third. 

Bess is a strongly line bred Ormsby. 
Her sire is by a National Dairy Show 
first prize winner, from a _ 30-pound 
daughter of Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes, she the dam of a 30-pound 
daughter with 1,174 pounds butter in a 
year. 

Her dam is by a 31-pound, 806-pound 
grandson of the first 1,500-pound cow, 
from a _ granddaughter of the first 
1,200-pound cow. 

Bess freshened the 12th of April, 
with a heifer calf, by a 1,017-pound 
son of Dean of the Ormsbys, a son of 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th, 
from a 1,265-pound daughter of Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes with four 
year records averaging 1,058 pounds 
of butter. 

Bess made a seven-day official rec- 
ord of 395.8 pounds milk and 19.04 
pounds of butter at 2 years, 4 months 
and 18 days of age. I didn’t get the 
tester until three weeks after fresh- 
ening so she wasn’t quite fat enough 
to make a high test. Her highest day’s 
milk was 64 pounds and her highest 
seven days was 414.7 pounds. I 
weighed her milk every day since she 
freshened and tested it two consecu- 
tive days in each month. 


I test every meal separate and mul- 
tiply the number of pounds milk pro- 
duced in that meal by the percentage 
of fat to get the amount of butterfat 
produced. To get the average per 
cent of fat, I divide the total pounds 
butterfat produced in the two days by 
the number of pougds milk produced 
in the same time, I use the average 
test for the two days in figuring up 
the production for the month. 

During April she received six 
pounds each of oats and Cow Chow a 
day together with eight pounds of 


alfalfa hay and 25 pounds of corn 
silage. 

During May she had four pounds 
each of corn, oats and bran, two of 
Cow Chow and two of oil meal, and 
the same amount of hay and silage as 
in April. 

In June she had three pounds of 
corn, four of oats, four of bran and 
two of oil meal besides pasture. In 
July she had three pounds of corn, 
four of oats, four of bran and one and 
one-half pounds of oil meal. 

In August she had six pounds of 
oats, three of bran and one and one- 
half of oil meal. During June she was 
in pasture all day and in July and 
August she has been in pasture two or 
three hours before noon and about 
the same length of time in the after- 
noon. She has been in the barn in 
the middle of the day. 

Her milk record from April 12th to 
August 19th is as follows:

Month—August, 18 days, Milk 692.7, 
Test 3.83, Butterfat 26.53041, Butter 
33.1630, Value of Fat $11.93, Cost of 
Feed $2.88, Income Above Cost of 
Feed $9.05. 

Milk 5,980.7 pounds, Butterfat 238.- 
67031 pounds, Butter 298.3378875 Ib. 
Average test 3.99. Total cost of feed 
$28.43. Net income $76.47. Returns 
per $1 spent for feed $3.65. Cost per 
lb. fat produced 11.8c. Cost per 100 
Ibs. milk produced 47.5c.

ONTINUED progress was made 
( in the cooperative work of eradi- 

cating animal tuberculosis, con- 
ducted by the Tuberculosis Eradica- 
tion Division under the direction of J. 
A. Kiernan, chief. The cooperation 
among the respective State, county, 
municipal, and Federal officials was 
further strengthened and improved. 
With increased appropriations, im- 
proved State laws, and a better under- 


standing on the part of livestock 
owners, more definite plans looking 
to the absolute eradication of the 


disease were formulated. These plans 
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Progress of Tuberculosis Eradication Work 


Accredited Tuberculosis-Free Herds 

Although preference was given to 
the area project, tuberculin testing 
under the accredited-herd plan was 
conducted in all States. At the con- 
clusion of the fiscal year there were 
listed as fully accredited 72,383 herds 
containing 1,275,063 cattle, an increase 


of 24,110 herds containing 354,693 
cattle. In addition 921,758 herds con- 


taining 8,047,540 cattle passed one test 
in the process of becoming accredited. 
This was an increase of 392,740 herds 
and 3,274,704 cattle. The total herds

ployed bureau veterinarians were en 
gaged in the work under the super- 
vision of the inspectors in charge of 
14 field offices. The respective State 
livestock sanitary officials were re- 
sponsible for the employment of an 
average of approximately 221 veteri- 
narians throughout the year. In addi- 
tion. an average of about 231 regular 
veterinary inspectors were employed 
py the many counties engaged in in- 
tensive area work or by municipal au- 
thorities or other official or semi- 
official agencies. Thus there was a 
total average of 666 veterinarians em- 
ployed exclusively in the work of 
tuberculosis eradication throughout 
the year. The most marked increase 
was in the county veterinarians. The 
States also had an increased number 
of regular employees. 

Both State and Federal appropria- 
tions were increased over the preced- 


ing fiscal year. The Federal appro- 
priation was $3,277,600, of which 
$850,000 was allotted for operating 


expenses and $2,427;600 for indemnity 
purposes. This is an increase of 
$400,000 for indemnity for the year. 
The combined State appropriations 
were approximately $7,000,000. This 
increase in funds made possible an 
increase of about 32 per cent in the 
number ef cattle tested. 

The four main projects of the eradi- 
cation work were continued, namely: 
(1) Eradication of tuberculosis from 
herds of cattle under the “accredited- 
herd” plan; (2) eradication of tuber- 
culosis from circumscribed areas; 
(3) eradication of tuberculosis from 
swine: (4) control of the tuberculin 
testing of cattle intended for inter- 
state shipment through supervision of 
the work done by practicing veteri- 
narians on the approved list and at 
public stockyards. The extent of 
tuberculosis in fowls was also investi- 
gated.

plied to 607,344 herds containing 7,- 
000,028 cattle, of which 214,491 cattle,

A survey of nearly 37,000 herds in 
practically all of the 48 States indi- 
cates a growth in the testing being 
done by accredited practicing veteri- 
narians who have passed an examina- 
tion to determine their efficiency for 
the work. At the end of the year 
6,412 such accredited men were on the 
list. The survey showed that the test-

ing of approximately 62 per cent of 
the accredited herds due for retest 
had been turned over to accredited 
practitioners, and that 63 per cent of 
that number had actually been re- 
tested. Figures reported by the field 


offices show that during the fiscal year 
accredited veterinarians under this 
plan tested 32,606 herds, containing 
more than 605,000 cattle, an increase 
of 37 per cent over the preceding year. 

Another survey of nearly 19,000 ac- 
credited herds was made to determine 
the number of such herds removed 
from the accredited list by reason of 
infection being found on succeeding 
tests. Only 984 such infected herds, 
or approximately 5 per cent, had been 
removed from the list. Although an 
accurate history of all the removed 
herds was not available, it was found 
that the causes of reinfection of a

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large number of such herds were the 
addition of infected cattle to the ac- 
credited herds, the exposure of the ac- 
credited cattle to infected cattle as on 
show circuits, etc., and the feeding of 
unpasteurized raw milk from unknown 
sources. This survey also indicated 
that it is entirely possible to maintain 
herds free from tuberculosis under the 
proper restrictions as to sanitation 
and association with other cattle. 


Eradication of Tuberculosis From 
Areas 


Rapid progress was made in the 
eradication of tuberculosis from cattle 
within circumscribed areas. About 71 
per cent of the total number of cattle 
tested in the whole work of tuber- 
culosis eradication were tested under 
this plan. Results continue to demon-

strate the value and efficiency of the 
plan. At the close of the fiscal year 
591 counties had engaged in eradica- 
tion under this plan. This is an in- 
crease of 273 counties, or 86 per cent, 
over the number reported for the pre- 
ceding year. The counties spent ap- 
proximately $700,000 on such work, 
an increase of more than .$225,000. 
Many State legislatures enacted legis- 
lation improving existing laws rela- 
tive to area work or passed entirely 
new legislation looking to more rapid 
progress. The status of the area work 
is shown in Table 19.

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ONA BULL TO PENNSYLVANIA

MEETING A COMMERCIAL DAIRY 
PROBLEM 


One of the big problems in connec- 
tion with maintaining large com- 
mercial dairy herds is the item of re- 
placement. In cases where high class 
milk is produced, it is not usually con- 
sidered practical to raise calves on 
account of the expense item involved. 
Down in New Jersey, according to a 
report from W. W. Wetmore, of the 
Walker-Gordon Farms, they are trying 
to work out a solution of this problem 
in a way that will be beneficial not 
only to the commercial dairy owners 
but also to farmers and dairymen 
generally in the state. Committees 
representing the various state agricul- 
tural agencies, the large commercial 
producers, and some of the smaller 
farmers, have been working out the 
details of a plan whereby the heifer 
calves from the best cows in the large 
commercial herds can be assembled 
and raised on farms of the _ state 
where they can be handled more 
economically. Through this plan, the 
problem of disease control will be 
very much simplified and it is ex- 
pected that the heifer calves thus 
raised will make much better produc- 
ing cows than the general run of dairy 
cows that can be purchased. In con- 
sidering the subject, figures were pre- 
sented, representing an analysis of ex- 
pense items on 178 dairy farms of 
different average production. This 
analysis showed that as production in- 
creases the cost per quart decreases, 
the group with an average of 7,500 Ibs. 
and over being the only one showing 
an average cost less than the average 
price paid during the past year. It is 
interesting to note that while the feed 
cost of the group averaging 4,500 lbs. 
and under was $84.02, as against a 
feed cost of $118.91 for the group aver- 
aging 7,500 lbs. and over, the average 
cost per quart of the lower producing 
group was .0672 while the cost per 
quart of the higher producing group 
averaged .0466. This study included 
every item entering into the cost of 
farm milk production. Further de- 
velopments in the plan which the 
dairymen of New Jersey are working 
out will be watched with interest. 
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ROCK RIVER COW BREAKS STATE 
RECORD 


Aaggie Waconda 2d 532007, owned 
by Rock River Farms, Byron, Illinois, 
has recently entered the exclusive list 
of 1000-lb. and 30,000-lb. producers and 
at the same time has set new produc- 
tion figures in the yearly division for 
both milk and fat in the State of Illi- 
nois. According to the farm figures, 
which have not yet been announced 
by Supt. Gardner, Aaggie Waconda 2d 
is credited with 32,371.2 lbs. milk and 
1009.595 Ibs. fat. At the beginning of 
her lactation, she made a 7-day record 
of 32.19 lbs. butter, 732.7 lbs. milk, 
and in her previous lactation she fell 
short only a few pounds of the 1000- 
lb. butter mark. She is the first i1000- 
Ib. fat producer in the State of IIli- 
nois and occupies a very high rank for 
the breed when both milk and fat are 
considered. Full details of her test, 
together with an outline of her feed- 
ing and care, will be presented next 
week. Congratulations are due Mrs. 
McCormick and her efficient farm or- 
ganization.

AVERAGE MILK 
PRICES ANNOUNCED 


Slightly higher prices for fluid milk 
prevailed during December 1925 than 
was the case for the preceding month 
and they are quite substantially above 
the figures for December 1924, accord- 
ing to an announcement from the 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics of 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture. 
The average for December on the 
basis of 3.5 per cent milk is $2.87 per 
100 lbs., as compared with $2.83 for 
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November 1925 and $2.70 for Decem- 
ber 1924. The South Atlantic states 
are over a dollar above the general 
average with $3.97 for December 1925, 
as compared with $3.57 for December 
1924. We assume the Florida boom 
has something to do with this average 
as the range of December prices run 
from $2.80 to $7.14 a hundred. Seven 
of the nine districts show increases 
over the preceding month, the New 
England prices remaining unchanged 
and the E. South Central District 
showing an average drop of four cents 
a hundred.

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The Possibilities of Artificial 
Sunlight With Livestock 
and Poultry 
(Continued from page 10) 


Roup and other infectious diseases 
such as tuberculosis will be greatly re- 
duced by the use of the ultra violet 
rays since the birds will possess great- 
er constitutional vigor after being ex- 
posed to this light. By the use of ar- 
tificial sunlight, it will be possible to 
produce broilers during the entire 
year. 

It has been demonstrated by a num- 
ber of experimenters that light has 
the same effect in preventing rickets 
and in the production of normal bone 
tissue, as cod liver oil, egg yolks and 
green plants. All of this experimental 
work until a few months ago was done 
with young and growing animals. 
Since the assimilation of calcium and 
phosphorus is the result desired for 
the adult as well as the animal young, 
it was determined to find out just 
what effect light (ultra violet rays) 
would have on the assimilation of cal- 
cium and phosphorus in the adult ani- 
mal; for this test adult goats were 
used; two were giving milk; one was 
dry. 

Rickets is a common disease of 
young growing animals; much more 
common than is generally supposed. 
It is caused through the failure of the 
assimilation of calcium and phosphor- 
us. In the adult animal, after the cal- 
cium and phosphorus has been de- 
posited, due to lactation or the secre- 
tion of milk, when the ration is not 
sufficient for the animal’s needs, the 
elements calcium and phosphorus are 
withdrawn from the bones. This dis- 
ease is known as osteoporsis. It is 
somewhat common in dairy cattle. 

Those feeds which prevent these 
conditions are said to contain the an- 
tirachitic vitamin (the vitamin that 
prevents rickets). The desire is to 
supplement them as much as possible 
and the ultra violet rays or artificial 
sunlight has been found to be very 
helpful in this respect. 

When adult animals are in milk it 
is common for them to give off more 
calcium than they are taking into 
their body. While dry, the female 
stores up excess amounts of calcium 
and also phosphorus, but within sev- 
eral days or at most a few weeks 
coming in milk she is losing more 
calcium and phosphorus than she is 
taking into her body. The problem 
then is to prevent the milking animal 
from drawing too large amounts of 
calcium from her body. 

These animals were confined in a 
basement room; there was no sun- 
light admitted. They were fed a ra- 
tion very well suplied with calcium 
and phosphorus. As soon as these 
animals were giving off more calcium 
than they were taking into their 
bodies, they were exposed, to the ultra 
violet rays. For the first two weeks 
they were exposed for ten minutes per 
day, after that for 20 minutes daily. 
A quartz mercury vapor lamp was 
used for this purpose at a distance 
of two feet. 

After being gxposed to the ultra 
violet rays these same animals on 
the same feed, were storing more cal- 
cium than they were giving off. Con- 
siderable less calcium was given off

in the feces. There was a greater 
quantity of calcium in the milk while 
in the blood stream, it remained about 
the same, in each instance the blood 
contained nearly twice as much phos- 
phorus as before radiation or expo- 
sure to the light. 

It has been determined by these 
tests that the use of artificial sunlight 
influences the assimilation or storage 
of calcium and phosphorus in the 
adult milking animal just as it does 
in the young growing animal. The 
effect is much the same with green 
feed; it woulld be the same with na- 
tura sunlight. This leads us to be- 
lieve that sunlight is much more im- 
portant in the nutrition of the milking 
animal than we have formerly sup- 
posed. 

Since rickets. osteoporosis and 
many breeding diseases are caused by 
a deficiency of calcium and _ phos- 
phorus as well as other minerals, 
this discovery will |jhave considerable 
influence upon keeping livestock 
healthy. 

Where the sunlight may not be 
sufficient, the animals can be exposed 
to artificial sunlight. It is reported 
that already some dairymen are using 
the quartz mercury vapor lamps on 
some of their cows. There is a pos- 
sibility that abortions can be pre- 
vented in valuable animals and steril- 
ity and shy-breeding can be greatly 
reduced by the use of artificial sun- 
light. 

It will be interesting to note what 
effect it will have on increasing pro- 
duction in cows. It is very likely that 
production may not be greatly in- 
creased but that it may be prolonged 
for a greater length of time and most 
certainly with less danger to the ani- 
mal. 


BOVINE INFECTIOUS ABORTION 


In continuation of the study of bo- 
vine infectious abortion, repeated 
tests were made on a few herds where 
it was possible to separate the ani- 
mals into reacting and nonreacting 
groups which could be maintained as 
separate units. The results indicated 
that in herds of long-standing infec- 
tion it is possible and frequently prac- 
ticable, through the use of the agglu- 
tination test, to eliminate the carriers 
of the disease and thereby establish 
an abortion-free herd, but it is doubt- 
ful whether the same procedure can 
be applied with an equal degree of 
success in herds of more recent in- 
fection, where frequent tests indicate 
that the malady is being more or less 
rapidly disseminated. 

The division, cooperating with four 
State laboratories, conducted aggluti- 
nation and complement-fixation tests 
with duplicate samples of blood serum 
with the idea of accounting for the 
conflicting results that have some- 
times been obtained by different 
laboratories when blood serum from 
the same animals has been submitted 
for diagnosis. The progress made in- 
dicates that the procedure will result 
in the development of a more nearly 
uniform method of applying the tests 
and in their interpretation. 


Studies to determine the practica- 
bility of immunization against this 
disease were continued. Following 
previous work showing that a con- 
siderable degree of immunity was 
conferred by the use of living abortion 
organism vaccine on unbred heifers 
about two months before breeding, an 
experiment was begun to determine 
whether similar results may be ob- 
tained by the vaccination of heifers 
when they are only 5 or 6 months old. 
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Other experimental work was di- 
rected toward overcoming Bacterium 
abortus infection of the udders of 
cows by the use of abortion bacterin 
and also by inflation of the udders 
with chloroform fumes. The former 
work has been prepared for publica- 
tion, and the latter is still in progress.

LOWDEN WELL RECEIVED AT 
COAST MEETING 


Pacific Coast publications reaching 
us are enthusiastic in their praise of 
the message Hon. Frank O. Lowden 
brought them at the time of his re- 
cent visit during the Pacific Slope 
Dairy Show. A personal letter from 
S. J. Strauss, editor and publisher of 
Butterfat, expresses the admiration 
which the cooperative dairymen and 
all of the cooperative interests of 
California feel for Mr. Lowden. Con- 
cerning California dairy opportunities, 
Mr. Strauss writes: 


“This county, Stanislaus, with its 
65,000 dairy cows which produced 
over 11,000,000 Ibs. of fat during the 
last fiscal year, should have more 
purebred females on the farms of our 
dairymen. We are glad to say that 
scrub or grade sires are practically 
unknown and hard to find, but the 
installing of purebred Holstein heifers 
or cows in the dairymen’s herds is not 
so brisk as it was four or five years 
ago. We can’t account for it. The 
dairymen for the past six months are 
receiving from fifteen to twenty cents 
per pound more for fat in cream than 
for the same period last year. Also, 
if they have to buy alfalfa hay, the 
price is not high. There is plenty of 
alfalfa hay in the state and dealers 
are shipping to the southern states, 
middle and New England states the 
surplus quantity. Market quotations 
on the best quality here is from $15 to 
$17 ver ton, that is the dealer sells it 
to the dairymen baled at that. This 
same hay brings as high as $40 per 
ton in New York State and New 
England. That is what your dairymen 
have to pay for it laid down on his 
farm. While your retail milk prices 
in the East are a whole lot higher 
than ours, we are away over the East 
in prices on extra scoring butterfat 
at retail. We seem to be educated to 
pay fancy prices for good butter and 
consume lots of it, while the easterner 
is more particular and will pay much 
higher prices for Grade A, guaranteed 
or Certified milk. 


“You would no doubt be surprised 
to know that with all these favorable 
conditions for raising feed in this 
irrigated section of the state where 
eight to ten tons of alfalfa per year 
per acre is an average yield, that 
there is a scarcity of cows and that 
the State of California, with its manu- 
facture of 78.562.263 Ibs. of butter, had 
to import from New Zealand, Oregon, 
Washington. Idaho, Montana, Utah, 
Colorado, fresh butter and from the 
effete East some storage as well. The 
state as a whole produced 125,274,369 
lbs. of fat. (This is the production of 
the cows of California and when this 
found its way into the channels of 
trade it was worth wholesale $11§8,- 
647,544 in butter, milk (market), eva- 
porated in cans, cheese, milk powder,

A 20-lb. two-year-old, G. B. A. Mutual Netherland Clo- 
thilde, brought $525, being purchased by L. M. Caton, Winfield, Kansas. Zwin- 
gara Clothilde Creamelle, daughter of the famous show ring champion, Zwin- 
gara Segis Clothilde and Dutchland Creamelle Ladoga Boy, went for $500. She 
was consigned by Mark Abildgaard, of Mulvane, and purchased by Mr. Griffith 
of Oklahoma. Twelve females with 7-day records averaged $262, six with long- 
time records averaged $430, twenty-two without records but from tested dams 
averaged $201, while twenty-one without records and from dams without rec- 
ords averaged $159.

in accordance with stated specifications. The information 
so gathered and assembled is being submitted to the buy- 
ers and from this data, additional animals will be pur- 
chased until the 75 head are secured. 

Holstein owners are lead to believe this is a beginning 
in what may ultimately grow to be a considerably import- 
ant export business. We are told that Wisconsin must 
look to foreign countries for a market place until such 
time as the American farmer can again take his place in 
the financial and business ranks, and it is for this reason 
that considerable care has been exercised to safe-guard 
the interests of the purchasers with rigid tuberculin, abor- 
tion and pregnancy tests. Animals purchased to date have 
come from accredited herds and in addition, have been 
subjected to additional T. B. tests administered under the 
personal supervision of Drs. Larson and Healy of the 
State and Federal Departments. Abortion tests have been 
conducted by Dr. Frank Hadley of the College of Agri- 
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culture, while physical examinations for pregnancy were 
made by Dr. Charles Muth, a skilled practitioner. 

James Beattie, a graduate of the College of Agriculture, 
and of late years a successful farm operator, will travel 
with the cattle and look to them while in transit. He will 
return to the United States after each shipment and when 
the last shipment has been made, he will visit the leading 
Holstein establishments in South America as the personal 
representative of the Holstein-Friesian Association of Wis- 
consin.

NEW YORK DAIRYMEN 


The Dairymen’s League Cooperative 
Association announces that the net 
pool return for November milk was 
$2.41. This is ten cents per hundred 
above the October price and fifteen 
cents higher than the November price 
a year ago. It is interesting to note 
that the fluid, or Class 1, price for 
November 1925 was $2.80, while the 
Class 1 price for November 1924 was 
$3.07. However, the larger propor- 
tion of the League milk marketed in 
fluid form and the general increase in 
the efficiency of League operations 
brought the pool returns above the 
figure for a year ago. The League 
handled nearly one hundred thirty- 
three million pounds of milk during 
November and its gross sales for QOc- 
tober 1925 were over five and one- 
quarter million dollars.
